IN THE CLAIMS 
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Please amend claim 1 as follows: 

1. (Twice Amended) A nonaqueous electrolyte battery comprising: 
a battery element contained in an outer covering member composed of a laminate<§ilm 

and sealed therein by heat seal; [and] 

a gas absorbable material and resin material interposed between an outermost layer of said 

outer covering member and said battery element, a content of the gas absorbable material being 

in a range of 0.1 wt% to 95wt% on a basis of a weight of the resin material; 

a first gas absorbable member positioned at a first side of the battery element; and 

a second gas absorbable member positioned at a second side of the battery element 

opposite the first side .
